President Ben-Zvi, accompanied by 
his wife, will pay an unofficial visit 
to Holland next week. | 

On Tuesday they will have luncheon 
with Queen Juliana and Prince Bern- 
hard. In the evening the President 
will give a dinner in honour of the 
Royal couple at The Hague residence 
of the Israeli Ambassador. The Prime 
Minister, Dr. W. Dress, will, on behalf 
of the Council of Ministers, give a 
dinner party for President Ben-Zvi the 
following day. 

During his stay the President will 
meet representatives of Jewish and 
Zionist organisations and members of 
the war-time Resistance Movement. 
He will also visit places of Jewish 
interest, as well as universities, and 
attend a special synagogue service in 
the 280-year-old Sephardi synagogue 
in Amsterdam, organised jointly by 
the Ashkenazi and Sephardi congrega- 
tions.

Other speakers included Dr. Arieh 
Kubovy,. the Israeli 
dor here, and Dr. Israel Goldstein, 
the Chairman of the Western 
Hemisphere Executive of the W.J.C. 

The conference began in Buenos 
Aires last Friday with the participa- 
tion of about 170 delegates represent- 


ing nearly 650,000 Jews in the ten

Argentina ; 
125,000 in Brazil: 40,000 each in 
Uruguay and Chile; 9,000 in 
Colombia ; 5,000 each in Peru and 
Venezuela; 4,000 in Bolivia; 3,000 
in Paraguay ; and 1,000 in Ecuador. 
Included in the South American bloc 
is also the small Jewish community in 
Dutch Guiana (Surinam) which has 
been reduced to about one thousand. 
Several diplomatic representatives 
from these Republics were present. 
The purpose of the convention was 
to strengthen the bonds among the 
various communities in the area, to 
exchange information and, above all, 
to look for common solutions to 
problems which are common to them 
all. Foremost among the latter are

TITO’S PLEA 
TO NASSER 


Moderation Towards 
Israel 


BRIONI MEETINGS 


From our Special Correspondent 


BELGRADE 


President Tito, in his talks with- 


President Nasser on the island of 
Brioni this week, suggested that the 
United Arab Republic should pursue 
a policy of moderation towards Israel. 
This information was given to me 
by a source close to the Central 
Committee of the Communist League 
of Yugoslavia. According to my 
informant, the Marshal also indicated 
that if such a course was not accept- 
able for prestige reasons, Nasser 
should go even further and arrange 
a modus vivendi with Israel which 
would prevent the recurrence of 
incidents likely to cause new tension 
in the area. 
There is no information § about 
President Nasser’s reaction to these 
suggestions. But my Yugoslav 
informant saw reason for optimism 
since Marshal Tito’s similar advice, 
given on at least two occasions in 
the past, had not been entirely 
ignored, as could be seen from the 
comparative tranquillityon the Israeli- 
Egyptian border in recent months. 


Traditional Policy 


In foreign diplomatic circles here, 


Belgrade’s attitude in advising 
moderation is viewed as part of 
Yugoslavia’s traditional policy of 


active co-existence. It is also pointed 
out that, in the present conditions, 
when they have to face renewed 
bitter hostility from Russia, the Yugo- 
slavs are particularly interested in 
preventing any major conflagration, 
specially in an area so near to them. 
They fear that any new trouble in 
the Middle East would involve the 
Wesiern Powers and might thus pro- 


vide an opportunity for more direct 


Russian action against Yugoslavia. 


Diplomatic circles here believe that 
President Nasser’s visit to Yugoslavia 


. at a time when that country’s rela- 


tions with Moscow are so strained 
was due to his own fear that, should 
the cold war between Russia and the 
West become intensified, the Middle 
East would become its main theatre 
of conflict. In such an event, he 


_ feels. the Western Powers would have 


no choice but to intervene, and his 
own régime might easily be the first 
victim of such intervention. It is 
for that reason, it is believed, that 
the Egyptian President would like to 
take the Middle East out of the cold 
war. He hopes to achieve this aim 
by strenthening the prestige and 
membership of the “ Third Force ” in 
international politics. 

In addition, President Nasser is 
greatly concerned at Soviet influence 
in Syria. It is reported that he told 
the Yugoslavs that Moscow’s influ- 
ence there was still paramount and 
that this was the main reason why 
Syrian intervention in the Lebanese 
affair wag continuing. 

Diplomats here express the view 
that the most important result of 
the Brionj talks might be the end of 
the flirtation between Moscow and 
Cairo,

From Mr. Montagu to Dr. Brodie: 


Dear Chief Rabbi, 


To-day is a memorable day in the 
history of Anglo-Jewry, being as it 
is the tenth anniversary of a Chief 
Rabbinate which has added lustre 
and distinction to the history of that 
great Office. 

Such an occasion as this would 
merit a long tribute and expression of 


gratitude for all that you have done | 


and the immense energy and wisdom 
which you have laid at the service of 
our community. Indeed I_ had 
intended to write a letter of that kind, 
but the place that you have won in 
the esteeem and, even more, the heart 
of everyone is such that to seek to 
pen a tribute of that kind would in one 
sense be an impertinence and in 
another a work of supererogation.

witness the opening of the new Jews’ 
Free School in. Camden Town, 

This was announced by Mr. S. S. 
Levin when he presided at the first 
meeting of the newly elected Board, 
which took place in the Adolph Tuck 
Hall, Woburn W.C.1, last 
week. 

It was obvious that the school had 
captured the imagination of the 
community, said Mr. Levin, since 350 


‘applications had been received for the 


120 places available for children of 
the “11-plus” age group. 

The school would open with 360 
pupils, and it was likely that by 
next year the full complement of 500 
pupils would have been reached. 
Judging by the large number of 
applications reaching the school, Mr. 
Levin said, it was apparent that it 
would ultimately require to be 
expanded into a comprehensive 
school accommodating 1,000 pupils. 
The implementation of such a project 
would entail the raising of a sum in 
the region of £100,000. 

The Board’s primary concern with 
the school would naturally be in the 
sphere of Hebrew and _ religious 
education, the Chairman continued, 
and for this purpose the Finance 
Committee of the Board had 
approved the expenditure of £600 on 
facilities for religious education 
during the school’s first financial year. 
It was hoped that the pupils would 
receive eight hours’ religious tuition

NEED FOR VISIONARIES 


“ They shall fight against thee, but 


they shall not prevail’’ (Jer. i, 19). — 


of the first chapter of 
Jeremiah, the Haftara for 
this week. One of the most striking 
chapters of the Bible, it tells of the 
great prophet’s call. In the light 


words come at the end 


of all that Jeremiah suffered and 


endured throughout his ministry, it 
is remarkable for the vigour of the 
language and for the clear picture 
of the prophet’s task. 

Who can doubt, in reading it, that 
his words are a direct message to 
the modern Jew ? “ Ah, Lord God, 
behold I cannot speak, for I am a 
child.” Then the Divine answer: 
“Say not: I am a child, for to 
whomsoever I shall send thee, thou 
shalt go, and whatsoever I shall 
command thee, thou shalt speak.” 
These words today are addressed 
not to any prophet, for there are 
no prophets, but to every member 


of the house of Israel. 


We have long had rabbis in 
place of prophets. They have been 
chief instruments, through the cen- 
turies, in teaching, defending, safe- 


guarding, preaching the Torah. But. 


visionaries, as Jeremiah was, they 
cannot be. They are not expected 
to be. Yet men, and women, we 
need with the calm, far-away gaze, 
the imagination, the adventurous 


spirit of the prophet, in addition to 


learning. 


MUCH of the time the Jew has 
his eyes on the book. That is 


necessary; for the ignorant Jew isa _ 


monstrosity. But he must also 
raise his eyes unto the hills to try, 
at least, to see what is beyond them. 
The finest type of Jew can combine 
the vision of the prophet with the 
learning of the rabbj. 

Let us not forget our two greatest 


poets of the Middle Ages: Halevi 


and Ibn Gabirol. They were 
scholars and philosophers, too. It 
is a remarkable combination. And 
nowhere in the modern world do we 
find practical knowledge and occu- 
pations and with them indomitable 
idealism in the same people, as we 
find in Israel today. But, then, we 
Jews have always, at our best, 
kept our gaze upon the future. The 
greatest of our prophets looked 
beyond the House of Israel to the 
needs of humanity. 


But in one respect we are poor. 


followers of either prophet or rabbi,

for we have lost their humble spitit: 
“ Ah, Lord God, lama child.” To 
exclaim this is very far, indeed, from 
nearly all of us. Here the spirit of 
prophet and rabbi are one. Their 
modesty and humility perhaps tran- 
scends our power of imitation. All 
the same, their conception of what 
the Jew should be cannot but move 
us and make us ashamed. 


FOR, after all, what is the prophet 
or the rabbi to an ignorant— 
and more—a stiff-necked people ? 
What is the rabbi to him who 
knows it all? What is the prophet ‘ 
to him who needs no vision, because | 
he cannot see further than his own ip 
selfish, narrow outlook ? 
Now Jeremiah was promised vic- 
tory over the forces against which 
he was sent to fight: “They shall 
not prevail.” Did he succeed in his 
task? It depends what we mean 
by success. He certainly spoke 
fearlessly “in the name of the Lord 
our God.” If we today can take 
courage and renew our hopes from 
his life and sufferings, then Jeremiah 
fulfilled his high destiny as a 
prophet of the Lord. : 
The Jew of today can still vindi- 
cate the prophet’s mission. He may 
yet, with his wonderful powers and 
gifts, carry on the fight. The enemies 
of Israel, of goodness, truth and 
light shall not prevail. ;

University ‘S New Chair

Professor is considered as a special 
mark of distinction and recognition of 
his outstanding achievements jin the 
world of literature and ideas, 


Street Wedding 


NEW YORK residents have become 

used seeing the ,round hats, 
beards, and earlocks of Chassidim, 
now that the Williamsburgh section 
of Brooklyn has become probably the 
largest concentration of this Orthodox 
sect in the world. But the city’s 
equanimity was somewhat disturbed, 
my New York correspondent tells me, 
when one night recently an entire 
block in Manhattan’s mid-town gar- 
ment section was roped off for a Chas- 
sidic wedding. It took place-in the 
open aif “under the eyes of God” 
and with skyscrapers towering above. 
The bride, in white, was led blind- 
folded to the side of the Chatan as 700 
guests and spectators filled the street 
for the elaborate Chassidic ritual. 
Thirty rabbanim participated in the 
ceremony, which lasted 70 minutes. 
There was dancing in the street. Later 
at a New York hotel tradition was 
further observed at the wedding party. 
Men sat apart from women, a screen 
between them. 


Barrister in Israel 


A LONDON barrister, Mr. Maurice 

Rimel, who, in 1956, relinquished 
an established practice here, has, I 
am informed, quickly adapted himself 
to life in Israel. He has passed his 
final examinations there in law and is 
now able to practice at the Israeli Bar. 
In January this year Mr. Rimel, who 
is 28, was appointed by the Minister 
of Justice as Convener of the Inter- 
national Lawyers’ Convention, which 
is being held during August in Jeru- 
salem. Before leaving for Israel 
Mr. Rimel gave great service to the 
work of Youth Aliyah when he was 
Chairman of the Silver Spoon 
Committee. 


Delinquency 


For the last two years Mr. Julius 
Carlebach, senior house father at the 


Norwood Jewish Orphanage, has been 


making researches into old records 
and has been visiting reform schools 
and Borstal institutions, so that he can 
write the first history of this country’s 
juvenile delinquency problem, which 
has been commissioned by London 
University. Mr. Carlebach now states 
that he has learned there 
is nothing new about 
lem. He‘has reports as far back as 
1850, which say that the “ current rise 
in deliquency is causing grave alarm.” 
Mr. Carlebach is working in_ his 
leisure hours, and plans to finish the

book next summer. In his research 
he has found little reference to Jewish 
children as delinquents. In fact, until 
the end of the last century there were 
no special reform or approved schools 
for Jewish children. There were, at 
that time, only about eight to twelve 
Jewish boys at such schools, at any 
one time, in the whole country. No 
reference has been made in any docu- 
ments to Jewish girl delinquents, he 
tells me. 


Pastrycook-Ple ywright 


EW young people have had a more 

varied career than Mr. Arnold 
Wesker, the 26-year-old author of 
“Chicken Soup With Barley,” which 
tells the story of an East End Jewish 
family (it is being presented next week 
at the Royal Court Theatre, Chelsea). 
During his National Service in ‘the 
R.A.F. Mr. Wesker began his own 
drama, group. But on returning to 
civilian life he had many jobs—car- 
penter, plumber’s mate, 
assistant, seed-sorter, and  kitchen- 
porter—before becoming a_ pastry- 
cook. He then studied at the London 
School of Film Technique and began 
writing. His play, the first part of 
a trilogy, is semi-autobiogrephical.

THE JEWISH QUESTION 
IN POLAND 


| By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


To the British-Polish Friendship 
Society “the Jewish Question § in 
Poland” seemed important enough to 
make it one of the three topics of 
discussion at their “day school,” 
held in London on Sunday. 

For some of the participants the 
very existence of “a Jewish 
question ” and the recurrence of anti- 
semitism years after the proclamation 
of a Socialist régime seemed a con- 


demnation of its genuinely socialist 


character. 


In an attempt to explain, if not to 
resolve, this contradiction, Mr. Alec 
Waterman, who gave a report on the 
position of Polish Jewry, said that it 
was in a sense much easier to 
socialise the economic structure of a 
State than to eradicate from the minds 
of men the prejudices and psycholo- 
gical remnants of the old régime. 


Revival of Communal Life 


He recalled that after the war there 
had been a noticeable revival of Jewish 
life in Poland, where the community 
enjoyed the rights of a national 
minority. | 

Although the new régime, Mr. 
Waterman stressed, had the 
start conducted a consistent struggle 
against the revival of antisemitism— 
which Gomulka described as_ the 
worst enemy of the working class— 
the anti-Jewish outbreaks  under- 
standably caused panic among the 
Jewish population who began to 
clamour for emigration. As a result 
the number of Jews had now been 
reduced to only 35,000. 


Mr. "Waterman, who has recently 
visited Poland, said that one section 
of even that small number wanted to 
leave the country eventually, despite 
the fact that the Government and 
United Workers’ Party were doing 
their utmost to assure the Jews, as 
well as the other minorities, of their 
determination to safeguard their

Government and people,” he stated, 
“if the rest of Polish Jewry were to 
leave the country.” , 

_ Mr. Waterman quoted a_ high 
Government official who had said to 
him that it would be a terrible thing 
if a “Jydenrein” Poland, which

SEMITIC STUDIES AT SEPHARDIM IN SOUTH AFRICA 


UNIVERSITIES 
American Projects 


By a JEWISH CHRONICLE Reporter 


American Jewish communities and 
individuals are endowing Chairs in 
Jewish and Semitic studies in. univer- 
sities in increasing numbers, according 
to. Dr. Abram Spiro, the Chairman of 
the Department of Semitic Languages 
and Literature at the Wayne State 
University, Detroit. 

Dr. Spiro, who is visiting this 
country for research work and to 
attend next month’s Triennial Con- 
gress of Old Testament Scholars at 
Oxford, told me in an interview that 
this trend by American Jews was due 
to their realisation that an “ edifice 
complex” was insufficient and that 
other steps must also be taken to 
benefit Jewish life.and culture. 

At his own university, said Dr. 
Spiro, a Department of Semitic 
Languages and Literature had grown 
from the Chair in Jewish Studies. The 
State had now taken over part of the 
budget, and the Department had now 
established a field lectttreship series 
so that leading American scholars 
could lecture to the university on 
Semitics. 


MOSLEY AT TRAF ALGAR 


SQUARE RALLY

“Surrounded by about a dozen 
“ bodyguards” Sir Oswald Mosley 
left Trafalgar Square, W.C., after 
addressing a mass rally of the Union 
Movement on Sunday afternoon. 

From somewhere in the throng a 
voice shouted “Sieg Heil” and most 
of his “ bodyguard” raised their arms 
in a fascist salute. — 

Apart from some isolated heckling 
the meeting was quict. 

A line of police stood in front of 
the platform. Mosley spoke for 
néarly forty-five minutes, outlining 
the Movement’s policy regarding a 
united Europe—‘ Europe a Nation.” 

Neither in Sir Oswald’s remarks nor 
in those from Mr. Jeffrey Hamm, the 
Movement’s Secretary, or from a third 
speaker, Mr. David Michaels, was 
there a reference to Jews. 

Sir Oswald met with a mixed 
reception when he stepped to the 
microphones to address about 3,000 


aes believe in freedom and 
leadership. England can prepare here 
and now to do her greatest things— 
to help Europe and to save the 
world,” he declared. , 

Later, several opponents of the 
Movement raised their arms ironically 
in fascist salutes, and one man 
shouted, “What happened in Ger- 
many to the Jews who could not get 
out?” 


Haham’s Impressions of Tour

‘An enthusiastic account of the 
progress being made by the Sephardi 
communities in South Africa and 
Southern Rhodesia, and of their 
active participation in the spheres of 
religious and communal life, was 
given to me by the Haham, Rabbi Dr. 
S. Gaon, who has just returned from 
a pastoral visit to Johannesburg, 
Cape Town, Salisbury, and Bulawayo. 


He had been particularly impressed, 
the Haham told me in an interview, 
by the hospitality and courtesy 
extended to him by the Ashkenazi 


_communal leaders, and by the friendly 
relations and active co-operation exist- 


ing between the Sephardi communities 
and their Ashkenazi compatriots. — Par- 
ticularly generous was the continued 


assistance rendered to his Sephardi 


neighbours by Dr. L. I. Rabinowitz, 
the Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew 


Congregation of Johannesburg. 


He had found that the Sephardim 
preferred to belong to general Jewish 
communal and charitable organisations 
rather than to form their own exclu- 
sive committees, said Dr. Gaon. Some 
of the Sephardi inhabitants of 
Johannesburg even served as honorary 
officers in Ashkenazi communities. 

The Jewish community of Salisbury, 
though not yet as large as that of 
Bulawayo, was making such great and 
continued progress that it might, in 
time, become one of the main centres 
of Jewish life in Southern Rhodesia, 
the Haham continued. During his 
visit to this congregation he had con- 
ducted the consecration ceremony of 
the fine new Sephardi synagogue, built 
to accommodate nearly six hundred 
worshippers. Showing me a copy of 
the order of the service, the Haham 
pointed out that this was the first 


Hebrew prayer-book ever to be pro- — 


duced in Southern Rhodesia. 

The Sephardi community of Salis- 
bury now consisted of about seven 
hundred families, the Haham informed 
me. Its spiritual head was Rabbi Dr. 
M. Papo, a member of an ancient 
Sephardi family originating from 
Sarajevo, and himself one of the most 
outstanding educationists in the con- 
temporary Jewish world. Through his 


efforts Jewish religious education was — 


now being made available to Jewish 
pupils in non-Jewish schools. 
Another outstanding member of the 
community, whose services were 
extended not only to his fellow-Jews 
but also to the nation as a whole, was 
Mr. B. S. Leon, M.B.E., who had 


given sites for the establishment of 


a home for 


old people of all 
denominations, 


a Jewish communal 


centre, and a hostel for university 


students and visitors to Salisbury. 
‘The small Sephardi community of 
Johannesburg, which comprised some 
hundred families, added Dr. Gaon, 
suffered from the lack of a 
synagogue, and at present 
negotiating for the purchase of a 
suitable site. 


Describing a brief visit which he 


had paid to Athens in the course of 
his journey, the Haham said that the 
Jewish community of that city was 
unique in that, in spite of the Nazi 
occupation, it mow possessed more 
members than before the war. Many 
of its congregants had survived by 
fleeing to the mountains to join the 
guerrillas, and their ranks had later 
been swelled by refugees from 
Salonika. About half of the Jewish 
population of Greece was now con- 


-centrated in Athens, where a new 


synagogue had been built two years 
ago, and excellent work was now being 
done to combat the tide of assimila- 
tion and to reclaim and stimulate the 
younger generation.

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MEAT WHOLESALERS ACCUSED 


“ Overcharging ” and “ Price-Fixing ” Alleged 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


The newly formed Independent Association of Licensed Retail Kosher 
Butchers, waich claims to represent about half of the licensed kosher 


butchers in London, is “on the warpath” against the wholesalers. 


The 


Association, which is formed by butchers who broke away from the exist- 
ing organisation, is to fight the wholesalers over alleged high prices. 

“ During the recent strike at Islington and Smithfield the whole- 
salers ‘ went to town’ and charged 6d. a pound more than was necessary,” 


said Mr. A. L. Steinberg, Chairman 
cof the new Association, at a meeting 
at Stamford Hill, N.16, on Monday. 
“Yet these people assured the Lon- 
don Board for Shechita that they 
would not increase prices. This assur- 
ance has proved to be an absolute 
falsehood,” he added. 

Mr. Steinberg said that even if one 
took into account the high cost of 
shechita this would only add about 
9d. a pound to the cost of the meat. 
But the prices charged at Islington 
market was well over those asked at 
Smithfield for non-kosher meat. He 
alleged that when meat was priced 
2s. a pound at Smithfield it cost 2s. 7d. 
at Islington, which still left Sd. a 
pound to be accounted for after 
shechita was paid. Liver at Smith- 
field was costing 2s. 6d., but at Isling- 
ton butchers had been asked to pay 
4s. and 4s. 9d. a pound. | 


Many Applications 


“In reality you are being over- 
charged a minimum of 6d. a pound 
against Smithfield Market prices, and 
the sort of meat we are getting at 
Islington is far from the best,” he 
said, alleging that prices were fixed 
between wholesalers and. the other 
trade. organisation before butchers 
came to the market. 

* We should press for more whole- 
salers. There are many applications 
‘on the table’ at the Licensing Com- 
mittee. We would have more chance 
if there was more competition in the 
market.” said Mr. Steinberg. 

“We must have unity in this trade. 
Butchers will have to realise.that they 
must stick together if they want to 
live. I would like to see you all send 
telegrams and letters to the Board for 
Shechita and to the Licensing Commit- 


» tee urging that they grant our request 


for. representation. 

“'We-can then supply correct infor- 
mation to the Board as to what is 
going on in the trade,” he said. 

Mr. Steinberg then told the members 
that one or two wholesalers had “ got 
the wind up” when they heard that a 
meeting was being held, and in the 
market on Monday prices fell because 
of this. “Two of them telephoned 
me, he alleged. 

Referring to Liverpool-killed meat, 
Mr. Steinberg said that since its 
formation the Association had been 
protesting to the Board against “the 
attempt” to. cease supplying Liverpool 
meat to London. “It is only that 
meat which is stabilising prices at the 
market. Take it away and the whole- 
salers will run riot,” he said. “ When, 
at first, there was no Liverpool meat 


during the strike the wholesalers 
‘went to town’ and charged more,” 
he added. 


Mr. Steinberg accused the other 
trade organisation of guaranteeing 50 
to 60 per cent of the Fatstock Cor- 
poration sales at Islington. “ That is 
one reason for high prices,” he 
accused. 

After a long discussion about prices, 
during which some butchers thought 
it would be useful to boycott whole- 
salérs who charged high prices and 
others suggested picketing the market, 
it was decided that until there was 
greater unity among butchers such 
suggestions were not very practical. 

But it was agreed that a practical 
way to fight high prices was for the 
Association to get representation on 
the London Board for Shechita. A 
resolution was passed urbing the Board 
and the Licensing Committee to speed 
up the acceptance of a representative 


of the Association.

GENIZA DOCUMENT

The accidental discovery in Cam- 
bridge a few days ago of a Geniza 
document proving conclusively that 
Yehuda Halevi had embarked on a 
Ship at Alexandria early in Sivan, 
.1141, two months before his death, 
was announced by Professor S. D. 
Goitein, in a Hebrew lecture on 
“New Discoveries in the Cairo 
Geniza.” 


Professor Goitein, who is Professor . 


of History of Islam and the Muslim 
Peoples at the Hebrew University, was 
addressing a meeting held last week, 
under the joint auspices of the Jewish 
Agency Department for Education and 
Culture and the Brith Ivrith Olamith, 
at Hillel House, W.1. 


As a result of his own careful classi- 


fication of the Geniza material, Pro- 
fessor Goitein said he had been able 
to identify letters written by Yehuca 
Halevi to his friend and patron Halfon 
ben Netanel. From this correspon- 
dence it had become evident that 
Halevi was not 6nly a renowned 
physician but a communal leader, who 
undertook responsible tasks such as 
the redemption of Jewish prisoners 
from captivity. 

The Geniza. documents, Professor 


Goitein continued, enabled us to fol- 


low Yehuda Halevi’s journey to the 
East, and we had now many details, 
with almost precise dates, on Halevi’s 
arrival in and departure from Egypt.

Art Notes | 


MEXICAN SCULPTURE AND POTTERY 


In the small confines of the Gimpel 
Fils Gallery till July 19 there are 86 


examples of the arts of sculpture and 


tter ractised in Mexico from 
1500 bie. to 1500 c.£. This extra- 
ordinarily satisfying exhibition of 
Pre-Columbian Art comes from the 
collection of Mr. André Emmerich, 
a Jewish dealer in New York who 
specialises in the primitive and 
modern that have so much in 
common. 

Starting with symmetrical votive 
figurines excavated ‘outside Mexico 
City and known to be 3,450 years 
old. this well-catalogued show takes 
one up to the 200 years of Aztec 
culture that was destroyed by the 
Spaniards. There are many examples 
of the delightful genre art that 
characterised the West Coast. These 
humorous and happy everyday 
figurines give immense pleasure in an 
‘age when artists find it difficult to 
express happiness. 


British Painters 


The fourth exhibition in the series 
Critic’s Choice at Tooth’s has been 
selected by David Sylvester and is on 
show till July 26. By the terms of 
the series the pictures must be by 
living British artists. Otherwise, Mr. 
Sylvester gives us to understand ‘in 


his introduction to the catalogue, he 
would have included Bomberg. 
Instead he includes Frank Auerbach, 
who was a pupil. And he appears to 
include him because he belongs “to 
the mainstream of current  inter- 
national abstract or post-abstract art 
... as far as British artists can belong 
to the mainstream.” There are two 
of the heavily painted abstractions - 
from Primrose Hill with which we are 
familiar and two new heads of 
“EOW.” that gain nothing by being 
done in yellow relief like ill-executed 
cameos.

CAREERS AND EDUCATION 
Nursing 

_ There is considerable scope in the 
nursing profession at 
time. It ieludes hospital nursing 
in many forms—in_ general and 
specialised institutions ; public health 
and home nursing and health. visiting ; 
and midwifery, which now requires 
a Satisfactory standard of training 
under the Central Midwives’ Board. 

The object of nurses is to attain 
registered status and they undergo 
training and examinations which are 
regulated by the General Nursing 
Council. Apart from their profes- 

‘sional training, nurses, who usually 
begin their training at the age of 18, 
require to have suitable personal 
qualities. There are now a number 
of preliminary pre-training schemes. A 
good general standard of education is 
a useful qualification. 

Those qualified become hospital 

staff nurses. 
in charge of wards, sister-tutors who 
undertake the training of nurses: 
deputy or assistant matrons. The chief 
nursing post in hospitals that can be 
attained is that of Matron.

When Mrs. Norman Laski came to 
London in 1950 and started showing 
her American friends round, she was 
struck with their preoccupation with 
Britain’s past and their tendency to 
undervalue Britain’s present and 
future potentialities, particularly as 
regards design and decorative arts. 

She soon realised that Britain had 
suffered in the U.S.A. from a con-

It will be 
declared open in the new building of 
the Institute on January 1, 1959, by 
the British Ambassador, and will be 
shown at top-ranking museums 
throughout the U.S.A, and Canada for 


‘two years. 


Stained glass, ceramics, sculpture, 
and metalwork, bookbinding, enamels, 
embroideries, ‘tapestries, rugs, and 
woodcarving will spotlight the achievVe- 
ments of a thriving core of artist- 
craftsmen who are well grounded in 


design, consciously using new tech- 
niques, new approaches and materials, 
to meet the challenge of a changing 
world, 

Because of the great increase in 
church building in the States since the 
war, religious art will be stressed. But 
the committee is anxious that these. 
exhibits should not be limited to the 
Christian religion. 

The new synagogues in the U.S.A. 
are conspicuous for modern design in 
their furnishing and decorafton, as 
well as architecturally ; and the great 
number of new synagogues now going 
up in London should give Anglo- 
Jewish artists an opportunity to 
express religious feeling in a contem- 
porary and, therefore, natural manner. 

The committee is determined that 
nothing second-rate or would-be 
modern shall be included in the exhibi- 
tion, and artists willing to submit their 
ideas can be assured of comp!ete free- 
dom in their expression.

Tomatoes in the Desert 


My nephew (the son of my brother) 
Reuven came to Jerusalem for a short 
visit a week ago. I had not seen him 
for a long time and I could scarcely 
recognise him. 

Before me stood not a pale lad, but a 
strong, tanned young man. knew that 
Reuven was a soldier in the Nachal 
(Fighting Pioneer Youth) but I did not 
know where he was. 

‘Where do you come from now?” 
I asked him. 

‘From the south, uncle,” he told me. 
“From Yotvata ! ”’ | 

My nephew saw that the name was 
unknown to me and he added: 

“Six years ago the Nachal soldiers 
established the settlement of Yotvata, in 
the Southern Negev, on the road to 
Elath. In the course of all these years 
the soldiers changed. Those who had 
completed their service in the Army left, 
and new soldiers came to replace them. 

** My group decided not to leave the 
place. e have been living there for 
two years already and after the com- 
pletion of our service in the Army we 
shall continue to live there and we shall 
establish a permanent settlement. . 

“We shall grow dates on an area of 
three hundred dunams. We shall have 
a poultry-run and shall supply eggs to 
Elath and to Timnah. We shall also 
have a vegetable garden and even raise 
fodder for our cattle and _ sheep.” 
Reuven spoke enthusiastically. 

“ With the help of water we shall grow 
everything, even tomatoes. I will look 
after them. And when they are ripe I 
will send you a box-full.”

ALLIANCE 


Merits Discussed by 
Brains Trust

Members of a Brains Trust held 
on Sunday, under the auspices of the 
Business and Professional Women’s 
Group of the Federation of Women 
Zionists, at 107 Gloucester Place, 
W.1, were asked whether, in their 
opinion, Israel would not benefit by 
jOining an Arab federation instead of 
clinging to her present position as the 
one remaining outpost of Western 
civilisation in the Middle East. | 

Although Mrs. Dora Goldstein, 
Hon. Treasurer of the F.W.Z., stated 
vehemently that such a course would 
be a complete negation of all that 
Zionism stood for, and that Israel 
would become indistinguishable from 
any other Levantine country were she 
to sever her links with Western 
culture, the rest of the panel generally 
agreed that an alliance with the Arab 
world, although not politically 
practicable at the present time, would 
ultimately benefit the State.

REHABILITATION OF JEWISH 
WRITERS IN RUSSIA 


By JOEL CANG 


HE rehabilitation of the 
Jewish writers liquidated by 


the Stalin-Beria group has 


taken a more definite and convinc- 


ing form. At long last several of 
them have had some of their works 
translated into Russian, and I now 
have on my desk three volumes, 
published in Moscow, of the works 
of Yiddish writers who were so 
tragically put to death after a secret 
trial six years ago. I have also a 
fresh volume of Sholem Aleichem’s 
stories; published for the benefit of 
the Russian reader. 

The three Yiddish writers whose 
works have been translated into 
Russian—selected parts have 
already been published in Moscow 
—are Itzik Feffer, David Bergelson, 
and Samuel Persov. The introduc- 
tion to these. translations bears wit- 
ness that they all died tragically in 
1952. Thus, the translations con- 
firm officially what has until now 
been known only on the basis of 
newspaper reports. 


Poem on_ Stalin 
Of special importance js a selec- 


tion of poems, ballads, and verses 


from the work of Itzik Feffer. His 


poem on Stalin—“ he js higher than ~ 


the mountains and deeper than the 
sea ’’—has, of course, been left out, 
as has also one in which he glories 
in being a Jew “ related” to Rabbi 
Akiba, the Rambam, Spinoza, and 
Einstein.

These volumes of Yiddish trans- 
{ations appear to be very well 
chosen both for their literary value 
and for their expression of the most 
creative Yiddish literary: talent of 
the century. To the discerning 
‘Russian reader these works of 
Feffer, Bergelson, and Persov will 
no doubt reveal what great artists 
these writers were, while to us they 
once again bring home the realisa- 
tion of the irreparable loss Yiddish 
literature has suffered by their pre- 
mature and unjust death. | 

The publication of these few 
volumes, and the official evidence 
contained their introductory 
notes, is one step further towards 
the rehabilitation of these victims 
of the Beria-Stalin terror. What 
we are now waiting for is the 
rehabilitation also of the Yiddish 
language tn which their great works 
were created.

ISRAEL MUST BECOME 
MODEL STATE

JERUSALEM 
Israel must become a model State 
in order to win friends the Premier, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, told Israeli teachers 
attending their 20th National Confer- 
ence on Monday. 


* All our great teachers, from the 
prophets of Israel to the great 
thinkers of our national revival, had 
imposed on us the task of becoming 
a model people,’ Mr. Ben-Gurion 
continued. ‘ Nature and history had 
endowed us with moral and intellec- 
tual qualities required for the building 
of a model State—if only we could 
heal ourselves of the maladies of 
exile.” 

For thousands of years the Jewish 
people had cherished in their hearts 
the vision of Messianic redemption 
and in this above all else they had 
been set apart, Mr. Ben-Gurion said. 
They had seen the beginning of the 
realisation of this vision. As yet only 


a small but promising beginning had | 


been made. Only by becoming a 
model people could they consolidate 
their position in the family of nations 
and, in time, break down the wall of 
hatred erected by their neighbours. 
The ties with Jews abroad would 
become closer if Jews felt that some- 
thing worth while was being achieved 
in Israel, Mr. Ben-Gurion said. That 
could be done only by raising the 


quality of the people jn Israel, by | 


intensifying their spiritual superiority 
and developing creative pioneering 
capacity.

should be taken by Government 
speakers.

Another meeting of all the Coali- 
tion parties with the National 
Religious Party was held on Tuesday,

nearer to an acceptable compromise. 
Dr. Pinchas. Rosen (Progressives), 
Minister of Justice, proposed that 
there should be a new description, 
such as “Jewish by adoption.” for 
those who were not Jews according 
to the Halacha. The religious repre-. 
sentatives seemed prepared to con- 
sider this suggestion but the left-wing 
speakers rejected it. _.. 
‘The Knesset debate showed a wide 
gap between the opposing parties and 
an almost complete absence of under- 
standing of one another's points of 
view. 

Mr. Shapiro said that during the.ten

mined that only children of Jewish 
mothers were Jews was not only a 


rabbinic law but a law of the nation. 


Not Missionary Religion 


The latter part of his address was 
directed to Mr. Ben-Gurion personally 
and was, in fact, a reply to Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s. letter to Rabbi Maimon. 
The only religious coercion occurred 
in regard to marriages and divorces— 


and that had been passed by the 


Knesset, he pointed out. For the rest, 
he contended there was more coercion 
against religion than for it. 


Dr. Burg said that the meaning of 


the Government’s decision was that a 


mere verbal declaration was sufficient 
to change a non-Jewish person into 
a Jew. He pointed out tha Judaism 
was not a missionary religion, but he 
insisted that no one should be recorded 
as a Jew who was not so by religion.

ASSESSING CREDIT EASE

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MURDERED 25 PRISONERS 


Life Sentence for “Hangman of Buchenwald”

BAYREUTH 

Martin Sommer, the 43-year-old 
former S.S. officer in charge of the 
punishment section at Buchenwald 
concentration camp, was last week 
sentenced here to life imprisonment 
and i ae of his civil rights for 

life. Sommer, 

known as_ the 
“ Hangman of 
Buchenwald,” 
was found 
guilty of the 
murder of ‘25 
prisoners. He 
is to appeal 
against the 
verdict. 

When the 
sentence—it is 
the highest 
penalty in German  law—was 
announced, the prisoner showed no 
signs of emotion. . He left the court 
smiling. 
- [In passing sentence, the President 
of the court. Dr. Paulus, stated that 
“Sommer killed at least 25 prisoners 
between 1939 and 1942. through 
injections . single-handed, and 
without the help of a third person.’ 
Despite his denials, said Dr. Paulus, 
Sommer had been convicted of these 
crimes on the basis of the evidence 
presented to the court and his confes- 
sion, made to a criminal investigation 
committee of the S.S., in 1943. At 
that time. Sommer admitted that he 
had murdered many prisoners. 

The court did not believe that the

accused had admitted these crimes to. 


protect S.S. doctors at Buchenwald. 
In addition, he had never revoked his 
war-time confession, not even while 
in custody. 

All the murders, added Dr. Paulus, 


had been premeditated and committed 


by Sommer in the full knowledge of 
their illegality. His motives had in- 
cluded an extraordinary selfishness 
and racial self-conceit as well as a 
morbid ambition. He had wanted to 
please his camp commandant, Koch, 
and had never hesitated to commit 
the most heinous crimes to attain this 
aim. The fact that the commandant 
given orders that . certain 
prisoners should be killed was no 
excuse for Sommer’s deeds. 
Commenting on Sommer’s argu- 


ment that he might have been killed 
if he had opposed his superior’s 
orders, the President of the court said 
that the possible danger of punish- 
ment had not been among the causes 
for Sommer’s criminal acts. Sommer 
had from the outset, and without 
conditions, been prepared to commit 
all imaginable atrocities. 

In the closing stages of the trial 
the prosecutor demanded that Koch be 
given “25 times life imprisonment” 
for.the murder of the 25 prisoners. 
The trial of Sommer, he said, brought 
to mind Dante’s Inferno. Since he 
could be sentenced to life imprison- 
ment only, the prosecution had 
dropped all other charges except 
those of multiple murder. 


** Special Circumstances ” 


Counsel for the defence claimed 
that Sommer could, at the most, be 
convicted of complicity in murder, 


but even that charge could not be 


substantiated sufficiently. The only 
crime actually committed by the 
accused had been the flogging of 
prisoners ; and since some of them 
had subsequently died Sommer might 
be found guilty of manslaughter. The 
counsel stressed that only the SS. 
doctors had killed prisoners through 
lethal injections.. Sommer had not 
been more guilty than any other 
soldier executing strict orders. He 
asked that Sommer’s activities at 
Buchenwald be viewed in ‘the light of 
the special circumstances prevailing at 


the time and that they should not be | 


judged in the light of the principles 
of a democratic State. 

The President of the court repri- 
manded counsel when he referred to 
concentration camps as “meeting 
places of criminals.” Counsel replied 
that he did not mean to say that all 
inmates of concentration camps had 
been criminals, but he again alleged 
that on some. occasions prisoners 
themselves had killed their fellow- 
inmates and attributed the crimes to 
Sommer. 

In his final statement, which lasted 
nearly two hours, 
“Tf I had 
committed all the crimes and atroci- 
ties of which I stand accused here, I 
would have committed suicide long 
ago,” he declared. He admitted only 
flogging prisoners and attending some 
executions, which had been ordered 
by the camp commandant = and 
performed by doctors of the SS.

STRONG W. GERMAN 
PRESS COMMENT 


From a Correspondent 


The trial of Martin Sommer 
aroused strong feeling in the German 
press. Both in editorials and in news 
reports unmitigated horror was 
expressed at his crimes. 

“ The Beast of Buchenwald” was 
the headline in the SUDDEUTSCHE 
ZEITUNG, while the FRANKFURTER 
NACHTAUSGABE, after the first witnesses 
had, given evidence, thought enough 
had been heard to warrant °“ more 
than one death sentence.” 

The presiding judge was quoted as 
having confessed that the stories of 
the atrocities haunted him in _ his 
dreams. They were, according to an 
historian attending the trial, “ worse 
than the Middle Ages.” An editorial 
writer in the FRANKFURTER ALLGE- 
MEINE ZEITUNG said “there are no 
words strong enough to express the 
reaction felt by a member of. the 
same nation,” 

Other papers stressed that the trial 
revealed the crimes not only of one 
man but of the whole Nazi régime. 
The fact that Sommer’s crimes were 
really characteristic of Nazidom was 
found by the RHEINPFALZ to. be con- 
firmed the 
“Diaries of Dr. Hans Frank,” 
Governor of Occupied Poland.

Some papers urged the public to | 


learn the lesson that “our Govern- 
ment must be such as to make it 
impossible for human beings ever 
again to become victims of 
inhumanity ” (SUDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG). 
A “collective shame” was felt by 
the STUTTGARTER ZEITUNG, not only 
about Sommer but about “the 


‘ cowardly forgetfulness of so many 


democrats who are trying to avoid 
everything that might recall the 
proper responsibility for . those 
crimes.” This remark was made with 
special reference to an incident at 
Ludwigsburg [reported in our issue of 
last week] where the town council 
has decided on a “ neutral wording ” 
for a memorial plaque to be fixed at 
the site of the synagogue destroyed 
by the Nazis in 1938.

U.S.A. Committee Accuses Khruschey 


WASHINGTON 

Mr. Khruschev, the Soviet Prime 
Minister, may be even more anti- 
semitic than Stalin, according to a 
study of minority problems in the 
Soviet Union published by the U.S.A. 
Senate Internal Security Committee 
and prepared by the United States 
Library of Congress, 

The report referred to an anti- 
semitic trend in the Soviet Union and 
said it was doubtful if this trend 
would be reversed if the pronounce- 
ments and actions of Mr. Khruschev 
were any guide. 

It said that Mr. Khruschev had “a 


long record of antisemitism.” The 
report recalled that in the Ukraine 
after the Second World War he issued 
orders banning Jews from important 
posts. It is alleged that he had closed 
Jewish theatres, schools, and publish- 
ing ‘houses and tolerated an antt- 
semitic outbreak jn Kiev. 

The report stated: “ For the imme- 
diate future, it is difficult to foresee 
any great measure of relief from 
Soviet discrimination and abuse of 

wers and it is equally difficult to 
oresee any perceptible narrowing of 
the gap between promise and fulfil- 
ment in Moscow's treatment of is 
non-Russian peoples.”—{J.T.A.)

SOUTH AMERICA 


A WELCOME sign of deepening 


self-consciousness among an impor- 
tant group of Jewish communities 
is indicated by the South American 
Convention of the World Jewish 
Congress which has been meeting 
in Buenos Aires this week. And 
the fact that the needs of the South 
American communities are being 
considered on a hemisphere basis 
is further exemplified by 
assembly next month of a Con- 
sultative Conference under the 
auspices of the World Council of 
Synagogues, a body which has the 


_ backing of the United Synagogue 


of America. This week’s Conven- 


‘tion was animated by no parochial 


spirit, for resolutions were adopted 
concerning the State of Israel and 
the problems of East European 
Jewry, indicating that the delegates 
present desired to manifest their 
keen interest in Jewish life outside 
Latin America itself. 


As pointed out previously in 
these columns, we must adjust 
established patterns of thought and 
become accustomed to a new con- 
figuration in world Jewry. On the 
one hand ancient centres of Euro- 
pean Jewish life have been reduced 
to insignificance ; on the other the 


migration of refugees has built up 


new communities which, though 
numerically small as compared 
with those which the Nazis 
destroyed, are now of significance. 
among the remnant of Israel. In 
our own community, which, for 
many reasons, has always thought 
of itself in terms of its European 
hinterland, the import of these 
changes is not fully understood. 

The importance and the problems 
of the South American communi- 
ties, which differ greatly by reason 
situation and 
numerical strength, is but dimly 
realised. The problems found in 
Buenos Aires, where there is a 
Jewish community comparable in 
size to that of London, are vastly 
different from those of the Republic 
of Colombia, where there are only 
9,000 Jews all told. 


But there are difficulties which 
they face together—that of isolation 
from each other and from the 
older centres of Jewish life, and 
that of adaptation, especially acute 
when a high proportion of the 


‘Jewish populations has been trans- 


planted from one culture to another, 
The need for rabbis, teachers, and 
text-books was stressed at the 
Convention, as well as the dangers 
of intermarriage and spiritual dis- 
integration, though as far as 
reports go, no measures to remedy 
the situation are being taken. 


While local circumstances differ 
from those of our own community, 
there is a striking similarity in the 
to be faced. Were 


more established communities used 
to full advantage, with little effort 
they could help their brethren in 


South America to build up a more 


viable cultural life—and be the 
gainers themselves through making 
the effort. | 


A CRUEL’ DECREE 


HOWEVER uncertain its structure 


in other respects, in the matter of 


anti-Jewish legislation the United 
Arab Republic is carrying on 
where Egypt, its senior partner, left 
off. In Egypt itself a decree has 
been promulgated, directed speci- 
fically against “Israelites” (the 
pretext that action is being taken 


‘solely against “Zionists” is not 


kept up), by which, if they leave the 
country, they will be entered upon 
lists of persons to whom entry Is 
denied. The new nationality law 
now before the legislature of the 
United Arab Republic does not dis- 
criminate against Jews in this 
blatant fashion, but it does enable 
the Minister of the Interior to grant 
Arab nationality to certain cate- 
gories of persons “ whose religion 
is Mohammedan,” thus singling 
out the adherents of one religion 
for privileged treatment and, more 
ominous, enables the Minister to 
withdraw nationality “if a person 
has been qualified at any moment 
as a Zionist.” The meaning of this 
phrase is far from certain, but the 
cruel use to which it can be put 
is not in doubt. Even without the 
recent behaviour of the Egyptian 
Government casting its ominous

shadow, it will be obvious that the | 
-words “qualified at any moment 
asa Zionist’ are of a highly elastic 


character, and in the hands of 
‘corrupt’ and oppressive politicians 
the ability to withdraw nationality 
at will is only too likely to be used 
as an instrument for levying black- 


. mail, The Universal Declaration of 


Human Rights entitles everyone to 
return to his country and not 
arbitrarily to be deprived of his 
nationality. Unfortunately, although 
the United Arab Republic is a 
member of the United Nations 
which adopted this Declaration, the 
record gives little hope that these 
principles will be observed. The 
legislation referred to is but one 
manifestation of a xenophobia, 
affecting Christians as well as Jews, 
which reigns in Egypt and, partly 
through her influence, is acquiring 
dominion throughout the Arab 
world. In its treatment of Jews 
Nasser’s Government has an 


unenviable record of inhumanity, 


exemplified by the internment and 
expulsion of innocent citizens and 
the sequestration of their property. 
It is obvious that the policy of 
using Jews as objects of revenge for 
the failure to eliminate the State of 
Israel is to be a permanent feature 
of his method of government. 
Under such conditions the remnants 
of the ancient Jewish com- 
munities of the Arab lands live in 
precarious. isolation and _ face 
further impoverishment | and 
eventual extinction. | 


IMMORTAL MEMORY 


No programme of events to cele- 
brate the Tenth Anniversary of the 
establishment of the State of Israel 
would be conceivable that did not 
include a worthy commemoration 
of the Yahrzeit of Theodor Herzl. 
Last Monday evening and Tuesday, 
Tammuz 20, marked the 54th 
Yahrzeit of the immortal founder 
of the modern Zionist Movement. 


He died at the early age of 44, 


worn out by nine years of hercu- 
lean effort and self-sacrificing 
labour, The cause-to which he 
so nobly dedicated himself has 
since triumphed and his prophetic 


vision has now become :a present-~ 


day reality. Nor has the Jewish 
people ever been slow to acknow- 
ledge the immeasurable debt of 
gratitude which it owes to his 
honoured name. In 1949, the year 
following the State’s proclamation, 
his body was solemnly brought 
from Vienna, where it had lain 
interred for forty-five years, for 
reburial in the Jewish Homeland. 
He had expressed the wish in his 
will that this reinterment should be 
effected when his dream of the 
restored State was fulfilled. And 


$0, nine years ago, amid impressive 
scenes, he was finally laid to rest’ 


in Israel on the highest point of 
Jewish Jerusalem, which. was 
designated as Mount Herzl. Again, 
this week, the grave of Herzl 
has been the scene of a moving 
ceremony. Likewise jin Britain 
and throughout the Diaspora, Jews 
have everywhere shown that they 
cherish his memory for blessing: 


FAMILY PRIDE 


“How goodly are thy tents, O 


Jacob, thy dwellings, O Israel!” 
The words from last week’s Sirda 
are familiar as the opening sentence 
of every synagogue service. They 
were originally ‘spoken by a 
heathen prophet, who had intended 
to curse the Israelites but felt 
impelled to bless them when he 
beheld their happy homes arrayed 
in peace and harmony. And 
throughout the ages the sense of 
family pride and affection has been 
one of the most outstanding and 
significant of Jewish characteristics. 
It is manifested afresh in a newly 
published book which makes a 
noteworthy contribution to the 
records of Anglo-Jewry and is of 
fascinating human interest: “ The 
Samuel Family of Liverpool and 
London,” edited by Ronald J. 
D’Arcy Hart, with a Foreword by 
Viscount Samuel (published by 
Routledge & Kegan Paul; price 
42s.). This comprises a biographical 
and genealogical dictionary, from 
1755 onwards, of the descendants 
of Emanuel (Menachem) Samuel, 
of whom the most distinguished 
living representative is Herbert 
Louis Samuel, born in Liverpool on 
November 6, 1870, who was in 
1937 created Viscount Samuel, of 
Mount Carmel and of Toxteth in 
the city of Liverpool. Last Novem- 
ber, Viscount and Viscountess 
Samuel (who were cousins by birth) 
celebrated their diamond wedding, 
and family portraits and groups of 
successive generations embellish 


has 


this volume. With his customary 
felicity of style and _ thought, 
Viscount Samuel writes about the 
enduring worth of the _ family 
despite all encroachments upon it 
by. the community: “ The commu- 
nity can never be a substitute, if 
only because it does little for the 
moral training of the children. A 
revival of interest in the family is 
long overdue. If in general, family 
unity, and fellowship, and affection 
are to be regarded as important, 
and to maintained and 
strengthened, that is a matter for 
each family to look after for itself. 
And the first step is* for each 
member to know at least who his 
relatives are.” The annals of 
mishpachology are greatly enriched 
by this record of the descendants 
—fruitful in both numbers and 
achievements—of Emanuel Samuel, 
who emigrated in 1775 from his 
native Poland to England, where 
they were able to develop their 
talents for the common good. 


NEW RABBIS 


WITHIN the last few weeks two 
graduates of Jews’ College - have 
received the honoured title of rabbi 
otherwise than at the hands of their 
alma mater, First the Rev. Michael 
Elton, formerly Librarian of the 
College, involving himself in a total 
of no less than 20,000 miles of 
travelling, was ordained rabbi 
honoris causa by the Hebrew Union 
College, Cincinnati; now the Rev. 
Solomon Toperoff, of Newcastle 
upon Tyne (with Gateshead on his 
doorstep! ), has received his diploma 
from the Yeshivah Etz Chaim, The 
validity of the title in either case 
cannot be disputed since Jewish 
usage permits any three rabbis to 
grant hattarat. haroeh. But the 
very freedom which the law permits 
led to an _ understandable 
anxiety among the lay public lest 


‘the esteem in’ which the title is. 


held suffer through its being con- 
ferred indiscriminately and without 
anything approaching a uniformity 
of standards. For this reason when 
at the beginning of the present 
century machinery was set up for 
Jews’ College to create rabbis, 
elaborate safeguards were intro- 
duced; and when in 1930 Dr. 
Hertz set up an _ Examining 
Board for. candidates who had not 
been trained at Jews’ College, 
standards equivalent to those of 
the College were. insisted upon. 
Some controversy arose early in 
1950 when a minister of the United 
Synagogue failed to make use of 
this machinery but suddenly pro- 


ceeded to Israel in order there to 


obtain his hattarat haroeh, and the 
United Synagogue thereafter regis- 
tered a view as to the proper 
procedure, widely held in the com- 
munity, by inserting a clause in their 
agreement requiring its ministers to 
apply only to Jews’ College or the 
Chief Rabbi’s Examining Board. 
On the latter body the Yeshivah Etz 
Chaim used to be represented. Does 
this arrangement still exist ?

Duty of Rabbanim 


To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—As one of the three rabbanim 
‘in whose name the request for signa- 
tures was issued” and for whom 
Rabbi Dr. Carlebach in his letter to 
you in’ your last week’s issue claims 
to have the highest respect (which I 
heartily reciprocate as well as highly 
appreciate), and as one who had the 
privilege of presiding over the meet- 
ing of rabbanim at which it was 
decided to issue the posters condemn- 
ing the Jerusalem swimming-pool, 
with which Dr. Carlebach dealt, I 
trust that you will be kind enough to 
afford me the courtesy of your 
valuable paper to reply. — 

It is not correct to say that the letter 
to rabbanim in this country was issued 
“tn: our -names.”- fact, ..no 
request’ was. issued. My colleagues 
(Rabbi Rabinow, head of the Vaad 
Harabbonim of the Federation of 
Synagogues, and Rabbi E. Halpern, 
President of the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations) self 
addressed a letter to the rabbanim 
advising them of the suggested Kol- 
Kora. A draft of the proposed Kol- 
Kora was enclosed and the rabbanim 
were asked to insert any alterations 
they deemed fit. The draft was in 


‘fact subsequently altered in accord- 


ance with the wishes of those who 
amended it. -To say that a request 
was issued “ih our names” is to 
Suggest that somebody exploited our 
“innocence.” A generous assump- 
tion indeed, but one frequently used 
in order .to diminish the weight of an 
appeal of this kind to its readers. 

The merits of the case at issue 
were adequately and courageously 
dealt with by Rabbi Dr. Jacobovits 
and there is no need to repeat them. 
For Dr. Carlebach to argue that once 
the Aguda and the Neturei Karta 
took up a certain issue it is no 
longer becoming for the rabbanim 
to express an opinion on it, is a 
fallacy in elementary logic and is 
queer rabbinical reasoning. 

The Neturei Karta argument is 
used merely as a_ bogy. They 
organised no public meeting here and 
there were no demonstrations in the 
streets of London, as alleged by Dr. 
Carlebach. As to the Aguda, it was 
founded by the Gedolei Yisroel of 
previous generations, including Gedo- 
lim of the calibre of Rabb: Chaim 
Brisker, the Chofetz Chaim, Rabbi 


Chaim Ozer Grodzenski, the rabbis 


of Ger and Czortkow, the leading 
rabbanim of Germany, including 
Rabbi Dr. Carlebach’s own forbears, 
and many, very many other giants 
of Torah and of ey: To say that 
an issue became MAND 
because is was touched by the Aguda 
and the Neturei Karta is, indeed, a 
peculiar conception of _ religious 
issues. It is a worn-out political 
trick to accuse those who cry out 


against irreligiosity in Israel of hatred 


to Israel. It is a stick used to para- 
lyse all resistance against the 
endeavours to deprive Eretz Yisrael, 
before and after the establishment of 
the State, of its hereditary Kedusha. 

I can assure you, Sir, as well as 
all your readers, that all of us are 


mining of 


equally concerned with the physical 
and spiritual welfare of Israel. Any- 
thing that is said by any of us* is 
aimed at the irreligious leaders of the 
irreligious parties, and at them alone, 
in the hope of preventing a public 
defiance of the laws of God. Neither 


myself nor—to my knowledge—has 


any of my colleagues had any know- 
ledge of the “interpellation” in 
Parliament, of which Dr. Carlebach 
complains, before we read about it 
in the newspapers. ee 
The fact that the posters were sub- 
sequently distributed from the office 
of Agudas Israel in no way. impairs 
their value. The rabbanim here are 
not an organised body and meet on 
an ad hoc basis only. As a former 
director of the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations, Dr. Carle- 
bach knows that there is no office, 
apart from the Aguda, prepared to do 
the clerical work and to meet the 
costs of such ad hoc activities. The 
publication and the distribution of 
posters entailed costs and work. 
The Aguda met the costs and did the 
work. It may have been politically 
unwise to disclose the fact, but it 
would have been dishonest not to 
disclose it. It is a curious way of 
argumentation to refuse to acknow- 
ledge the contents of a letter because 


of a dislike of the postman who 


delivered it. 

Every rav was entitled to refuse to 
put his signature to the Kol-Kora. 
To try to invalidate its contents on 
unsound -premises is an’ entirely 
different matter. 
the duty of the rabbanim to speak 
out when necessary, regardless of the 
popularity of an issue or otherwise. 

The Chofetz Chaim 2”? once told 
a provincial rav whd told him of 
the difficulties he was facing in 
opposing the establishment of a 
Tarbut school: “If you continue to 
oppose, you may eventually. have 
your five hundred congregants against 
you, but you have the Ribbono shel 


Olam on your side; should you how- 


ever give way, you may succeed in 
regaining the love of your congre- 
gants, but you will have the Ribbono 
shel Olam against you.” It is for us 
to choose. |

It may be that both the Constitu- 


tion of the Board and its by-laws are 
defective in one respect or another. 
But none of your readers would 
imagine, on reading Mr. Shloimovitz’s 
letter, that as far back as last Novem- 
ber all Deputies were told that con- 
sideration was to be given to possible 
amendments of both Constitution and 
by-laws, and they were invited to 
submit amendments to the Law, Par- 
liamentary, and General Purposes 
Committee.

Board the matters of which he now 


complains. 

At its March, 1958, meeting the 
Board of Deputies adopted various 
amendments to the Constitution.

At the first meeting of the new 

session the Board approved the by- 
laws. Again Mr. Shloimovitz did not 
raise a dissenting voice. 
_ What, then, is the motive that now 
impels him to bring forward in your 
columns an issue which he could have 
raised, should have raised, but did not 
raise at the Board? Is this his way 
of demonstrating that loyalty to the 
Board for which the President 
appealed on June 22 ?

How far French policy js likely 
to succeed is a more open question 
for the foreign observer than it is 
for the Europeans in Algeria today. 
The French, Army and civilians 
alike, are determined that Algeria 
shall remain French, though 
General de Gaulle, in his horn- 
rimmed spectacles looking like 4 
wise old owl, never commits him- 


self to slogans like L’Algérie 
francaise or Intégration. All the

HERZL AND THE RABBIS 


By ISRAEL COHEN 


HERE is_ probably no class 
or section of the Jewish 


people whose attitude to the 


Zionist idea and the Zionist Move- 
has undergone a_ more 
revolutionary change in my life- 
time than that of the rabbis. 


Sixty years ago, when I was at 
the Great Synagogue in Duke’s 
Place one Sabbath morning, the 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann 
Adler, in the course of his 
sermon, emphatically declared that 
* Zionism is an egregious blunder.” 
This blunt denunciation caused an 
appreciable stir, even though the 
majority of the congregation were 
indifferent to Zionism and were 
probably ignorant of the meaning 
of “egregious.” Dr. Adler had 
been called upon by Herzl when 
the latter came to London in 
November, 1895, for the purpose of 
securing the support of the leaders 
of Anglo-Jewry for the realisation 
of his plan, and later had probably 
also. read his  epoch-making 
brochure, “The Jewish State.” In 
the section describing the proposed 
scheme of emigration by groups 
there occurs the following passage: 

“Every group will have its rabbi, 
travelling with his congregation. Local 
groups will afterwards form volun- 
tarily about their rabbi, and each 
locality will have its spiritual leader. 
Our rabbis, on whom we especially 
call, will devote their energies to the 
service of our idea and will inspire 


their congregations by preaching it 
from the pulpit. They will not need 
to address special meetings for the 
purpose ;.an appeal such as this may 
be uttered jn the synagogue. And thus 
it must be done. For we feel our 
historic affinty only through the faith 
of our fathers, as we have long ago 


absorbed the languages of different. 


nations to an ineradicable degree.” 
But despite the importance of 


_ the réle which Herzl thus assigned 


to the rabbi in his plan for the 
establishment of a Jewish State, Dr. 
Adler stigmatised Zionism as “an 
egregious blunder.” recalled 
that utterance as I sat in the new 
Central Synagogue in Great Port- 
land Street, at the “Service of 
Rejoicing and Thanksgiving” on 
the occasion of the Tenth 
Anniversary of Israel's Indepen- 
dence, and listened to the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Brodie, lauding the 
fruitful fulfilment of the idea which 
one of his predecessors had 
deprecated and denigrated. 


Between these two ‘pulpit utter- 
ances fhere had, of course, been 
many significant developments. 
Even before Herzl called upon Dr. 
Adler he evinced his desire for 
rabbinical approval of his ideas by 
expounding them in confidence to 
the Chief Rabbi of Vienna, the 
learned Dr. Moritz Giidemann. In 
his account of the first steps that 
he took to obtain the sympathy of 
leading figures in Jewry there are 


few episodes more dramatic than 
his description of the manner in 


which he read the first draft of his: 


brochure to Dr. Giidemann. 


Herzl first proposed that they 
should meet at an hotel in Caux, 
above Territet, overlooking the 
Lake of Geneva, where they would 
be free from any interruption or 
distraction. But eventually they 
met in Munich on August 18, 1895, 
together with Dr. Heinrich Meyer- 
Cohn of Berlin, who was invited as 
a lay expert on Jewish questions. 
They had lunch together in a 
Jewish restaurant, the proprietor 
of which, out of respect for Dr. 
Giidemann, put a private room at 
their disposal. After the meal 
Herzl began to read what he 
entitled his “Speech to the Roth- 
schilds,’” which was substantially 
identical with his brochure. There 
was a break in the afternoon, and 
they met again at six o’clock in 
Herzl’s small bedroom in an hotel, 
and as it contained only two chairs 
Herzl sat on the bed and continued 
his reading until half-past eight, by 
which time he reached the core of 
his plan. The Chief Rabbi, deeply 
impressed, said: “ You seem to 
me like Moses ”—praise that Herzl 
laughingly brushed aside, They 
then adjourned to the restaurant 
for supper, after which Herzl read 
the concluding part. When they 


took leave of one another at the 
station, the Chief. Rabbi, in an 
access of fervent enthusiasm, said: 
“Remain as you are. Perhaps you 
are the one chosen by God.” Then

It has a rabbj to its 
name (which Affreville, unfortun-— 
ately, has not), and the President 
who reigns over this little com- 
munity is a remarkable man called 
Mr. David Moatti, respected and 
loved by Jews, Christians, and Mos- 
lems alike. Of Italian origin, his 
family has served France well for 
several generations. Mr. Moatti 
himself, now jin_ seventies, 
fought as a soldier in the French 
Army in Morocco in 1912. 


Active Farmer 


For many years he has been ome 
of the few Jewish farmers in 
Algeria. Together with his son, 
Jean, now the active partner in the 
concern, he farms 1,300 hectares 
(about 3,300 acres). The harvest 
had just been completed when I 
visited this vast estate. The farm 
ig run On. up-to-date lines ; modern 
methods are used for growing 
extensive cereal crops. Eighteen 
months ago the fellagha (terrorists) 
raided the farm at night, stole the 
cattle and horses, burnt the work- 
shop and a garage containing two 
cars, and destroyed agricultural 
machinery. Now the farmhouse 
where Jean Moatti lived with his 
family is deserted and he travels 
daily from his home in Miliana to 
the estate. Combine harvesters and 
tractors are no longer left at the 
farm, but are brought each night 
to the nearest village, which is 
closely guarded by French troops. 
The loss. of so much valuable stock 
and equipment was a severe blow, 
but the farm carries on. Two years 
ago young olive trees were planted. 
Could there be a surer sign of con- 
fidence than that? Of David 
Moatti’s ten children only . two 
remain at home. Jean, the farmer, 
and the youngest, Josette, who 
teaches at the local school. She 
thinks-she may settle in Israel, which 
she has visited, but before doing so 
she is going to stay with a relative 
in Tahiti. Curfew in Miliana is at 
mine every night ; the fellagha have

infiltrated into the town and jnci- 
dents are not infrequent. But the 
Moattis—a member of whose family 
has fallen a victim of the terrorists 
—like the rest of the Jewish popu- 
lation, intend to stay put. 


In common with the other 
sections of the European popula- 
tion the Jews do not intend to leave 
unless they have to, and the tenacity 
of the people cannot fail to excite 
a considerable degree of admiration. 
There is some export of Jewish 
capital, and during the past four 
years perhaps 10,000 Algerian Jews 
have left for France, but conditions 
there are not reported to be favour- 
able for Algerian Jewish immi- 
grants. On the other hand, the 
numbers leaving for Israel, in spite 
of the efforts of the Jewish Agency. 
to encourage aliya, are insignificant. 
The figures of emigration for Jews 
and non-Jews alike fluctuate in 
direct proportion. tothe. state of 
security in the country. If the 
French remain, so will the Jews. If 
they leave, some will go and others, — 
we may be sure (probably the 
majority), will throw themselves on

SCIENCE AND RELIGION 


Dr. Epstein at Avigdor School 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The problem which confronts man- — 


kind today more than ever before is 
how to moralise science, said Rabbi 
Dr. I. Epstein, Principal of Jews’ Col- 
lege; who was the guest speaker last 
week at the Speech Day of Avigdor 
Secondary School, N.16. 

He added: “The tragic fears and 
fatal tensions that torment our 
present-day world derive in the last 
analysis from the divorce of science 
from religion.” He told the boys and 
girls present that their task one day 
should be to lend a hand towards the 
moralising of science and the fusion 
of science with the ideals of religion. 


Unique Way of Life 


It was, said Dr. Epstein, the great 
merit of the Avigdor Secondary School 
that religion was taught within its 
walls not merely as a national culture 
—but as a unique way of life, which 
had its source in the revelation of God 
“Carry this 
religious spirit imbued in your class- 
room into the respective vocations and 


callings which you each may pursue 


in adult life,” he told the children. 
The Principal of the school, Rabbi 
Dr. S. Schonfeld, reminded those 
present that the Avigdor was the 
original Jewish Secondary Day School 
—the rogot from which all the subse- 
quent Jewish day schools had grown.

(1) Grease the bottom and an 
inch up the sides of the preserving 
pan with butter or cooking oil. Never 


© have the pan more than two-thirds 


full. 

(2) Stir with a wooden spoon. 

(3) Pot the jam into clean, dry, 
and warm jars filling to within $ inch 
of the top. A special jam funnel is 
useful for this purpose and prevents 
the edges and outside of the jars 
becoming sticky. 

(4) Cover at once with discs of 
waxed paper, wax side down, pressing 
them down over the surface, then 
either cover at once with damp parch- 
ment or cellophane or when quite 
cold, never when the jam is warm. 
Label and store in a cool, dark, dry 
cupboard. : 

(5) Use granulated or preserving 
lump sugar. : 

(6) Remove scum with a metal 
spoon dipped in hot water. The scum 
need not be removed until the jam 
has finished boiling. A. small knob 
of butter added to boiling jam _ will 
reduce the scum. 


(7) Always cook the fruit very 


slowly until it is quite soft, after 
adding the sugar, stir over a gentle 
heat till dissolved, bring to the boil 
and boil quickly till the jam_ sets 
when tested.

INTERNATIONAL LAW 
The Hague Court 


The Development of Iniernational 


~ Law by the International Court. By 


Sir: HeascH LAUTERPACHT. S/evens.

Few would quarrel with Judge 
Lauterpacht that “it would appear 
that the primary purpose of the 
International Court ... lies in its 
function as one of the instruments 
for securing peace in so far as this 
aim can be achieved through law.” 
The assessment of the extent to 
which it has succeeded in this purpose 
is perhaps a political question, and 
it would probably be improper for a 


member of the Court to attempt to. 


answer it. Judge Lauterpacht makes 
no such attempt. Instead, bringing 
up to date a work_he first produced 
in 1934, he seeks to assess “the 
development of international law by 
the International Court,” subject to a 
limitation that he has imposed upon 


himself ewith regard to any matter in 


which he has been concerned in a 


judicial capacity. 


_ Legal Process 


~The extent to which the Court is 
able to contribute to the development 
of international law is conditioned by 


the attitude of the States that make 


up international § society. In a. 
co-ordinated legal community courts 
and recourse thereto form part of the 
recognised legal process. Permanent 


international tribunals, however, only 


date from the end of’ the First World 
War and the jurisdiction of the 


International Court is.optional in the. 


extreme. Even when States make 
declarations under what is Known as 
the ‘Optional Clause” of.the Statute 
of the Court, expressing their walling- 


- ness to accept the Court’s jurisdiction 


for the future, they are inclined to 
add extensive reservations excluding 
wide categories of cases from that 
jurisdiction, Nevertheless, there are 
occasions when States which have not 
‘optional compulsory ” 
jurisdiction agree to go to the Court, 
and others in which the reservations 
are not invoked, and it is these cases 


. as well as the advisory opinions 
rendered to international institutions 


that have enabled the Court to make 
its contribution. ~ 

In his opening chapter Judge 
Lauterpacht draws attention to the 
special role fulfilled by the Inter- 
national Court in the field he is study- 
ing in view of the difficulties, 


frequently. political in character, met 


‘Interpretation, or 


by the International Law Commission 
in its efforts at codifying and develop- 
ing the law, These difficulties are 
perhaps best exemplified by the 
failure of the recent Geneva Con- 
ference on the law of the sea. In 
the body of his text, the learned 
author emphasises, however, the 
caution that is, of necessity, exercised 
by the Court. especially when faced 
with issues which require for their 
settlement what appears to be a new 
even actual 
elaboration, of the relevant rules of 
law as they have been viewed in the 
past. 

It might well be asked what is the 
Significance of the findings of the 
Court in view of the provision in the 
Statute that decisions lack binding 
force except between the particular 
parties and for the particular case. 
Judge Lauterpacht makes it crystal 
clear, however, that while there may 
be no doctrine of precedent in the 
common law sense, there is a clear 
practice. whereby the Court refers to 
its earlier. findings and, obviously 
unwilling to disagree with itself, tends 
to establish what has come to be 
treated as a jurisprudence constante, 
even though the Court will, should it 
consider it necessary in deciding the 
case before it, with equal facility, dis- 
tinguish or disregard an_ earlier 
finding in order to render what might 
be described as an_ inconsistent 
decision. 


Jurisdiction Issues 


Critics viewing the work of the 
International Court in recent years 
may be excused if they conclude that 
the Court, in its preoccupation. with 
issues as to its jurisdiction, is almost 
anxious to evade rendering a decision. 
Study of Judge Lauterpacht’s book, 
however, shows how wrong, in the 
long analysis, such a reaction would 
be. The Court has made contributions 
in the field of treaty 
tion, recognition of | international 
personality treatment of aliens, 
acquisition of sovereignty, and the 
like. While one may disagree with 
Judge Lauterpacht’s interpretation of 
the extent to which the Court has 
developed the law on any particular 
matter, it cannot be denied that, as 
with the earlier edition of his book, 


Sir Hersch has once again made a

The ase part of her book deals 
with three special problems: the 
struggle for water, meaning the 
Jordan irrigation scheme, social and 
economic conditions, and care of the 
Holy Places of Jerusalem. They are 
objective.

WAR IN THE DESERT 


The Phantom Major. 
CowLes. Collins. 16s.

Two hundred fifty’ of 
Rommel’s aircraft destroyed, dozens 
of supply dumps wrecked, road and 
rail communications disrupted, and 
literally hundreds of enemy vehicles 
put out of action. This, in stark out- 
line; is the record of the S.A. 
(Special Air Service), founded and 
audaciously led by David Stirling, 
from November, 1941, to January, 
1943, when Lieut.-Colonel Stirling 
was captured. 

The details of the daring exploits 
of this handful of dedicated men 
operating hundreds of miles from 
their bases deep inside enemy territory 
are set out cogently by Miss Cowles 
in one of the most exciting war books 
yet to be written. 

The book has a special appeal for 
Jewish readers, for it contains a 
chapter so-called S.LG. 
(Special Interrogation Group), com- 
posed of about a dozen German Jews 
from Palestine who had volunteered 
to operate behind enemy lines posing 
as Afrika Korps soldiers. “ This 
incredibly brave little band of men,” 
to quote Miss Cowles, co-operated 
closely with David Stirling to attack 
a group of heavily defended enemy 
airfields. For the British and French 
personnel of the S.A.S. capture would 
entail interrogation and imprison- 
ment, but for the Palestine Jews of 
the S.1.G. the penalty of capture 
would most certainly be torture and 
death. Yet when Stirling called on 
the S.1.G. to collaborate in his daring. 
enterprise “not a man demurred.”

Tragic Betrayal 


Unfortunately, on this particular 
mission, it was decided to recruit two 
German prisoners of war who 
declared themselves to, be passionately 
anti-Nazi. The Palestine Jews 
protested unavailingly. 
consequences of this blunder on the 
part of British Intelligence are related 
by Miss Cowles in the mst poignant 
chapter of her book. The S.AS. 
group were betrayed to the enemy 
and a truck in which Hass, one of the 
Palestine Jews was travelling, was 
surrounded. Realising that he was 
hopelessly trapped, while still in the 
lorry, he flung a hand-grenade into a 


‘pile of ammunition in the back and 


blew himself and the Jorry to 
smithereens. Another Palestinian was 
captured in the raid and executed by 
the Germans as soon as they had 
established his identity. 

Rommel himself, in his diaries, 
refers to the capture of Col. Stirling 
in Tunisia. The Field-Marshal wrote: 
“The British lost the very able and 


adaptable Commander of the desert 


group which had caused us more 
damage than any other British unit 
of equal strength.” This is eloquent 
testimony indeed to the courage and 
heroism -of gallant British, 
French, and Palestinian troops under 


_Stirling’s command and a tribute to 


their comrades who had not died in 
vain.

In the Periodicals .. .

We open by paying what will, it is 
hoped, appear more than perfunctory 
obeisance to two periodicals which are 
an expression and source of exact 
scholarship in Judaica. The Jewish 
Quarterly Review for April opens 
with a solid article by Professor M. H. 
Segal intended to demolish the view

There overflows into the “ Review ”’ 
a controversy between its editor, Dr.

College), the earlier stages of which 
took place in the Journal of Jewish 
Studies. The eighth volume of the 
Journal is concluded by a double 
number just to hand. It is gratifying 
that our community now sustains a 
publication of this level which reflects 
great credit on its editor and 
contributors.

Nothing is more typical of the 
current era in American Jewish life 
than the move to the suburbs and the 
development there of Jewish religious 
institutions. In Commentary for 
June Theodore Frankel reports on the 
Sunday School at the Jewish Com- 
munity Center of White Plains, a 
suburb for the wealthy just outside 
New York. A _ Reform institution, 
3,336 people attend on Yom Kippur 
and 100 on an average Sabbath. But

WORLD FILM FESTIVAL 


An Israeli Achievement 
By GINO GARIO 


BRUSSELS 

Everybody connected with film 
business complains that there are too 
many film festivals, but nobody does 
anything to limit them. But they 
allow a producer to import a talkie 
without paying duty and export freely 
whatever money it may make; they 
help tourism; they give any amount 
of publicity to all sorts of film stars 
and starlets: they call the attention of 
lots of people to-films ; they give an 
opportunity to people from behind the 
curtain to come and see how the West 


lives (and enjoy it); and, finally, they 


also show some films worth seeing. 

Take the case of the Festival Mon- 
dial. du Film, organised by Belgium 
on the occasion of the Expo 58 in 
Brussels. It revealed to the public 
the Czechoslovak film “A Diabolic 
Invention,” directed by Karel Zeman, 
that rightly won the first prize. 


Commercial Films 


Apart from this, there were another 
30 films, some of which were of good 
artistic standard, like “The Old Man 
and the Sea,” directed by John 
Sturges, and with top acting by 
Spencer Tracy ; Sir Carol Reed’s “ The 
Key”; the Russian “The House 
Where I Live,” in which, for once, 
there was not too much propaganda 
(this turn in Soviet film making is. 
welcome); “The Goddess,” with an 
admirable Kim Stanley as a great 
actress ; the German films showing a 
return by Germany to the inter- 
national standard it had before 1933. 

Then there were the openly commer- 
cial films with all their usual good 
qualities, that compensated the crowd 
of fans which follows a festival for 
some of the: other films they had 
to see. 

Of.course, when the organisers of a 
film festival have to arrange their pro- 
gramme and try to get as many 
countries in as possible they end up 
by collecting some _ duds. The 
ambition of producers and/or Govern- 
ments has no limits and is not guided 
by common sense, and they use all the 
pressure they can muster to get their 
““ masterpieces’ accepted and shown. 
When we saw “Rebellion in Vila 
Rica.” by the Brazilian brothers 
Geraldo and Renato Santos Pereira, 
we thought we had seen the poorest 
film of the festival. A few days later, 
however, we were condemned to see 
the worst film we have seen for-the 


last fifty years, because it had all the 
faults and deficiencies of the silent 
films and of the first talkies. 
Paradoxically : this film, presented 
by Egypt and produced under the 
auspices of the Cairo Government, 
has had a lot of space in the world 
press, because it was so very bad and 
it lasted so very long (two hours 45 
minutes). Of course, it was also amus- 
ing; mever have so many people 


laughed so. much at the most dramatic — 


scenes of a picture or at what were 
supposed to be the most horrifying 
details of the struggle between the 
various enemies and supporters of 
Nasser. 

The picture, called “ Answer My 
Heart,” wished to show how bad every- 
thing was before Nasser and how mar- 
vellous everything became after, By 
an unintentional satirical twist the 
lovers, who suffered for two hours 
45 minutes (and we with them, but for 
different reasons), get killed by Nasser 
partisans at exactly the moment when 
they reach the Nasser paradise. At this 
unexpected finale the audience began 
to laugh instead of being moved, and 
after some catcalls and ironic applause 
they left the big Expo 58 auditorium 
wondering about the mysterious 
reasons that had compelled the 
organisers of the World Film Festival 
to accept such a propaganda film, and 
so badly made at that. 


Protest by Critics 


Passing from the World Film Festi- 
val to the World Experimental Film 
Festival of Brussels we had reason to 
fortify our faith in the future of film- 
making as an art. One hundred and 
thirty-three works were exhibited from 


-among 403 presented by 29 countries. 


The jury gavé the first prize to Poland, 


_ the second to the U.S.A., and the third 


to “Song Without Words,” produced 
and directed by Yoram Gross, of 
Israel, who also wrote the story and 
the music. When the decision was 
announced at the prize-giving cere- 
mony, at the Gevaert works near 
Antwerp, there was a sort of protest 
on the part of the public and the 
the critics, who strongly applauded 
the Israeli film and were almost silent 
over the American film.

PRECIOUS STONES :

UITE a number of you wear 
a Magen David badge or your 
Young Israel one as a proud 
- acknowledgment that you are a Jew; 
but did you know that Abraham also 
wore a precious stone round his neck ? 
This stone was believed to have the 
power of healing the sick and suffer- 
ing; but no record has been found 
that he used it for healing. The 
Talmud adds that, after the death of 
Abraham, the jewel was attached by 
God to the wheel of the sun.

Once, when they 
were travelling near the Egyptian 
boundary, Abraham persuaded his 
wife Sarah to be:carried in a casket, 
lest the Egyptians should see her 
beauty and cast envious eyes on her.

“ There is barley inside.” The men 
did not believe him and said: “It - 
contains wheat.”

“Perhaps it contains pepper, which 
is rated even more highly.” Abraham 
consented to pay the tax on pepper, 
and, when they accused him of con- 
cealing gold in the casket, he did not

Seeing that Abraham made no pro- 
test, however high they raised their 
tax, the officials grew suspicious, and 
at last insisted upon the casket being 
unfastened so that they could examine 
the contents.

Aaron as High Priest had his dress 
ornamented with many precious 
stones. The tribe of Reuben wore the 
ruby, while Levi, whose people were 
not only the “sweet singers of 
Isracl” but also were men of learn- 
ing, adopted the carbuncle, which js 
supposed to have the power of making 
the one who wears it a wise person. 
If you remember it was the Levites 
alone who did not join in the worship 
of the Golden Calf. as wisdom brings 
the fear and love of God with it. 


Torah Stone 
Judah’s stone, the green emerald, 


a proper stone for the tribe which 
gave us David and our royal line of 
kings. Issachar, the tribe which 
devoted itself to the study of the 
Torah, wore the sapphire. It was out 
of this stone that the two tablets 
of the Torah were hewn. Zebulun, 
the seafarer, took the white pearl as 
his emblem to signify that he sailed 
the ocean. 

The turquoise was Naphtali’s stone, 
for it gives its owner speed in riding. 
In ‘his last blessing, Jacob had spoken 
of him as “a hind let loose.” Gad’s 
stone was the crystal that gave 
courage in battle; for this warlike 
tribe battled for the Lord. Jasper 
was the choice of the tribe of 
Benjamin. This’ stone has_ the 
property of changing colour from red 
to green and even to black, which 
reflected the many moods of Benjamin 
towards his brothers. Sometimes he 
was red with anger, when he thought 
how his only brother Joseph had been 


power of keeping calm and silent. 
Joseph Chose Onyx 


Joseph’s stone was the onyx, which 
has the virtue of endowing him who 
wears it with grace; and-truly by his 
grace did Joseph find favour in the 
eyes of all. 

You know that Moses inscribed the 
names of the twelve tribes on the 
precious: stones in the High Priest’s 
breastplate ; and for this he used the 
Shamir, which was the size of a grain 
of barley but could split the hardest 
substance. Solomon also used the 
Shamir for splitting the stones used 
in the building of the Temple, as all 
metal instruments were prohibited. 
The Shamir figures as one of the Ten 
Marvels, and it was a unique wonder 
which ceased to exist after the destruc- 
tion of the Temple. King Solomon 
is said to have been keenly interested 
in jewels, and he wrote a book about 
them, which unfortunately has been 


lost.

they kissed and shook hands with 
a firm grip. 

But when Herzl returned to 
Vienna a few weeks later he found 
that Dr. Giidemann had become 
lukewarm. After the publication 
of his brochure Ciidemann wrote 
to him: “I have read it through, 
and find nothing in it to criticise.” 
Yet later Herzl was faced with the 
outspoken opposition of the Chief 
Rabbi of Vienna, who even wrote 
a pamphlet to refute his ideas. 

Quite different was  Herzl’s 
experience of the Chief Rabbi of 
French Jewry, Zadok Kahn, who 
not only expressed his sympathy 
but endeavoured, though in vain, 
to enlist the practical support of 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild. This 
generous promoter of the resettle- 
ment of Jews in Palestine did not 
wish to be associated with any 
political movement for the purpose 
as long as the country was under 
Turkish control; but the Balfour 
Declaration, which was endorsed 
by the French Government, 
resulted in his becoming a munifi- 
cent supporter of the Jewish. 
National Home. 


Virulent Antagonist 


The hostility of Dr. Hermann 
Adler. affected the attitude of most 
of the ministers of the United 
Synagogue and of a large number 
who served provincial congrega- 
tions, notably that of Birmingham, 
whose spiritual leader, the Rev.. 
George J. Emmanuel, was a par- 
ticularly virulent antagonist. On 
the other hand, the Haham of the 
Sephardim, Dr. Moses Gaster, who 
had been associated with the 
Chovevei Zion in Rumania before 
migrating to England, was a mili- 
tant and eloquent advocate of 
Zionism, who presided at Herzl’s 
first public meeting in the East End 
of London in July, 1896. The 
Mahamad strongly disapproved of 
Dr. Gaster’s appearing on a Zionist 
platform, but as they could not 
prevent him they stipulated that he 
should begin every speech by 
stating that he was expressing only 
his own views and not those of 
his congregation. 

The opposition of many promi- 
nent rabbis in Europe and America 
first became vocal and _ even 
strident when Herzl announced that 
he would convene a Congress of
